THE TOOTH OF A KITTEN 


by Jean R. Lange 


The cat as an important contributor to 
the practice of an age-old art is the role 
played by three New Jerscy felines: 
Dearie, Sweetie Pie, and Snow White. 
These modest patrons of the arts have 
provided tools most important in continu- 
ing a craft that came into being before 
the discovery of printing—that of illumi 
nating manuscripts. 

This art, at its height in the Middle 
Ages and predominately practiced in the 
monasteries of Europe, requires that the 
gold leaf used to embellish the elaborate 
initial letters on the parchment manu- 
scripts be “burnished with an agate or the 
tooth of a flesh-eating animal.” And this 
is where kitty got into the act. 

Perfect smoothness and tiny curves are 
essential in the tool used to burnish the 
gleaming gold curlicues of the letters. 
Illuminators of ancient manuscripts dis- 
covered that nothing served this purpose 
so well as the eyetooth of a cat. Not a 
second tooth, but a delicate milk tooth 
shed from a kitten’s jaw when the second 
tooth pushes into place. 

It must be the tooth of a healthy kitten. 
The teeth of a sick animal, like the teeth 
of unhealthy humans, may have flaws that 
would roughen the thin gold leaf. The 
permanent eye teeth, especially those of 
an old cat, have fine ridges down either 
side that make them useless as burnishers. 
The size of a milk tooth is perfect for the 
fine and elaborate work required. 

And not alone by the gift of its milk 
teeth does the cat contribute to the beauty 
of an illuminated document. The scribes 
who illuminated the manuscripts of an- 
cient Persia and produced glittering mini- 
atures with fabulous detail, needed brushes 
of the finest and softest quality for their 
work. For this purpose they used the 
white neck hairs of a_ two-month-old 
kitten. And this practice, too, is being 
followed today. 

Dearie, Sweetie Pie, and Snow White 
belong to Mrs. Wilhelmina Gillooly of 
Lincoln Park, New Jersey, one of the few 
American experts in the art of illuminat- 
ing manuscripts. When Mrs. Gillooly as 
a student of the Rhode Island School of 
Design first became interested in illumi-

nating manuscripts she was hard put to it 
to find a source fur kittens’ teeth. She 
appealed to the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, and canvassed all the 
veterinarians in her neighborhood. But 
without success. The tooth of a kitten not 
more than five months old is a commodity 
not readily collected nor easy to find. 

Once in a long while a cat owner would 
produce a tooth he had happened to find, 
but the supply was limited and uncertain. 

There was but one thing to do. Keep 
cats. And so, one by one, arrived Dearie, 
Sweetie Pie, and Snow White. It was 
Dearie’s daughter who had the honor of 
contributing the first tooth to the set of 
tiny burnishing tools on Mrs. Gillooly’s 
table. 

A keen watch has to be kept on the 
kitten when it is about to lose a tooth. 
Apart from any cruelty involved, a tooth 
extracted by force would probably be 
damaged. So Mrs. Gillooly plays patient 
detective until the tooth falls out and is 
finally hers. The tiny piece of ivory is 
mounted on a shaft made from an orange 
stick. Mrs. Gillooly equips her tool with 
tiny paper fins to prevent it rolling off the 
table while she is working. 





The burnishing tool is made from a kitten’s 
eyetooth mounted on an —- stick (note size 
compared with a nickel). ooth is not ex- 
tracted, it must drop out by itself. 








The care exercised in selecting a suit- 
able cat’s tooth is applied also to choosing 
the right kind of cat’s hair for a brush. 
The hair must be soft, but not fluffy: that 
from a Longhair cat is unsuitable. 

Important, too, is the spot from which 
the hair is taken. The Persian scribes 
chose the back of the neck. Mrs. Gillooly 
takes the short rather firm hairs on the 
cat’s sides and thighs, brushing them free 
lightly and carefully. Sweetie Pie and 
Snow White contribute to the supply of 
brushes. Only four or five hairs are used 
for each brush. They are glued firmly to 
a small wooden shaft and trimmed so 
that they form a fine perfect point, hard 
to see with the naked eye. 

These cat's hair brushes are used for 
the fine azure, crimson and green lettering 
that embellishes the parchment manu- 
scripts. The fineness of the brush point is 
especially important when the texture of 
the parchment makes an ordinary brush 
stroke impractical. Then the design is 
executed with the tip of the brush in tiny 
dots, indistinguishable as such without a 
magnifying glass. 

Mrs. Gillooly’s three cats are modest

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
Wolfram 


PART I 


So, the mother cat has presented you 
with four lovely little kittens. What are 
you going to do about it? Are you going 
to help raise them to become strong, 
healthy and affectionate youngsters or 
are you going to leave the mother to her 
own resources and perhaps, lose half of 
them? 

You may think to yourself that the 
mother cat is better able to care for the 
kittens than you are, but this is not always 
true. You will be required to aid her in 
many ways. And keep in mind that the 
kittens need care and attention quite 
similar to our own iniant children. It is 
true that the mother cat through instinct 
does have a keen insight as to caring for 
her little charges, but there is always a 
time when your own human knowledge 
will be superior. 

On several occasions, my articles on 
“the blessed event” have been presented 
in this magazine, so let’s begin with the 
discussion of kittens right after the birth 
and carry on from there. 

First of all, let’s discuss the living 
quarters in which the little family will 
remain for at least three weeks. I have 
worked out an ideal arrangement for a 
cage which I call the “maternity ward.” 
It is about two feet wide, three feet long 
and eighteen inches high. It is a wooden 
frame with a solid wooden bottom. All 
four sides and the hinged top for easy 
access are covered with 1x2 wire mesh. 
This size weave is preferable to more 
closely knit mesh because it permits you 
to see through more easily, yet is not 
large enough for kittens to crawl through. 

Inside the cage I place a cardboard box 
which is about 20 x 20 with six-inch-high 
sides. This size is ideal for the mother cat 
and her kittens, for it gives her enough 
room without being cramped and also 
permits her to change positions. It pre- 
vents the kittens from straying away and 
confines them close to the mother where 
she can control them. The sides keep the 
kittens from climbing over. The bottom 
of the box is lined with a closely knit 
cloth, preferably an old sheet or pillow 
case. This type of cloth is used because the 
claws of the kittens cannot become caught 
or snagged in it. Loosely woven cloth 
such as toweling or wool will catch the 
claws preventing the kittens from moving 
about and possibly causing an injury to a 
foot. I prefer this cloth to paper because 
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paper is too smooth and the kittens’ little 
feet will slide on it, making it difficult to 
hold themselves against a nipple. It will 
also prevent them from gaining secure 
footing, thus limiting the strengthening of 
the legs. 

A porcelain pan with litter is provided 
for the use of the mother cat. A dish con- 
taining an ample supply of water is also 
there for her use. There is still enough 
room remaining in the cage for the mother 
to lie in when she feels need of a rest 
away from the kittens. I keep the family 
close together like this for three weeks 
because it helps prevent disease, fleas, and 
other troubles in this early and most im- 
portant time in the lives of kittens. 

Next, let’s discuss the location of the 
maternity ward. I prefer to keep it nearby 
where I can easily reach it if need be, out 
of the way of drafts and in a spot where 
there will be little change in temperature, 
especially for the first two weeks. It is 
very important not to have any strong 
light or sunshine for it will be injurious 
to the eyes of the kittens. However, at 
night I still keep a very small light burn- 
ing which will enable the mother cat 
readily to see her kittens. Yes, I know 
about that theory that cats can see in 
darkness but this is true up to only a 
certain point. No matter what you think, 
a cat cannot see in total darkness—there 
must be some little light. So, in keeping 
a small light burning she is less apt to 
lie down on one of the kittens. Keep them 
away from a lot of excitement for this 
will calm the mother and prevent her from 
worrying about the safety of the kittens. 
A peaceful atmosphere and tranquil loca- 
tion are conducive to the best interests of 
the mother and the babies. 

Not much attention is required of you 
for the first week. About all you need 
do is keep the box and the cage clean. 
You might take a good look at the 
mother’s breasts occasionally. See to it 
that no fur is matting for it will cause her 
pain and perhaps an infection. To prevent 
this it is wise to cut away the fur around 
the nipples for it will not only relieve her 
but will better enable the kittens to locate 
the nipples. Sometimes, kittens will suckle 
on little bunches of fur thinking they are 
nipples, this creates a tight mat which can 
become very painful. 

An important aspect to rearing very 
young kittens is to recognize the different 
cries. You will readily learn when they 
are just quarreling over a nipple or when 
they are in real pain. At first cry of pain 
get to them right away. It may be that 
the mother cat is lying on one or it may be 
caught behind her and the box. Many 
kittens are lost through suffocation in 
this manner and you must do your best 
to prevent such an occurrence. It is not 
only we breeders of cats who find this to 
be a most trying situation—other breeders 
of livestock encounter the same diffi- 
culties. I had occasion to see a novel idea 
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of how this is controlled in raising pig- 
lets. I must work on the idea to see if we 
can come up with something similar for 
our cats. 

During this first week, handle the kit- 
tens as little as possible, keep everything 
clean and do your best to prevent any 
possibility of disease. 

The most important thing you must do 
is to see to it that the mother receives an 
ample supply of nourishing food. This is 
a must, for it is this early care in the 
beginning which will result in healthy, 
strong kittens later in life. Yes, by feed- 
ing a good balanced diet to the mother 
cat you are assuring a good flow of milk 
rich in all the nutrients to the kittens. 

Keep in mind also, the importance of 
fresh clean water. Since milk is made 
up of practically ninety- percent water you 
must see to it that “water is always 
present. A mother cat knows this and you 
will find she will drink lots of water even 
though she cared little for it before. 

Watch the kittens, for if one of them 
appears to be lagging behind in growth 
it is usually because the others are a 
little stronger and push it away from the 
big fat breasts. You can help it along by 
taking the bigger, stronger kittens away 
from a breast like this permitting the one 
lagging behind to suckle on it. In doing 
this, you can generally help all of them 
to grow equally well. 

The second week finds the kittens 
larger and stronger. You will not be 
called upon to help them so often for now 
they can crawl out of some pretty awk- 
ward positions. However, it is still well 
to go to their aid if the need arises. 

Perhaps the most important period of 
the second week comes at the time when 
the eyelids will part. When this happens 
extra care must be taken to see that no 
strong light is permitted to shine in the 
eyes of the kittens. It could very easily 
lead to blindness. Even though the eyes 
are open a kitten is still partially blind. 
It is only after this second week that the 
kittens have full use of their eyes. Observe 
each kitten to see if the lids are function- 
ing properly. There are times when the 
lids may stick together, if so a little warm 
water on cotton will help get them apart. 
If, at the end of ten days the eyes are not 
open you must take it upon yourself to 
open them. Here again, a little warm 
water on cotton will help. Gently massage 
the eyes and carefully pull them apart. 

This early attention to the eyes will 
always help. If you do not watch them 
there is a great possibility that an infec- 
tion will set in. Pus can form both in the 
front and in the back of the eyeball. If 
this occurs it may lead to the loss of the 
eye. There are many good medications 
on the market that can be used to allevi- 
ate cases of infection and later on in this 
series we will discuss them.

Cats Question Box 
Conducted By E. A. Renaux, D.V.M. 


My veterinarian says the mating of a half-Siamese and a pure 
bred Siamese will not produce Siamese kittens. I just mated such 
a pair and have, out of a litter of five, one whose coat color is 
that of a Siamese. May I have your comment?

Technically he is right. The litter that has resulted from this 
mating may very well have all of the appearance of Siamese, but 
one-fourth of each kitten’s make up is not Siamese. Further 
breeding of these cats will result in litters that would be only 
one-eighth part away from being pure Siamese. No matter how 
far the breeding would be carried on, it is mathematically impos- 
sible to obtain a pure strain. 


My problem has never been discussed in this column, so I 
would appreciate your opinion. My cat has a dilated esophagus 
and everything she eats is regurgitated afterwards. Some say it 
can be treated while others recommend surgery. I strain all her 
food as coarse foods seem more difficult to digest.

By all known standards of nutrition liver is not a complete 
food. Cats can be very stubborn about their eating habits some- 
times, and it can be a real battle of wills in attempting to change 
their diet after they have been given what they want for a long 
period of time. A diet that is not complete as far as nutritive 
elements are concerned can manifest itself when some stress such 
as infection or disease is present, by the animal’s not responding 
to treatment as well as might be expected. 


With seven adult cats and twelve kittens, I do have problems. 
Some of the kittens have sore eyes. They will be all right one 
day and sealed closed the next. What could I use? 

I have one male who is subject to boils. A new one just opened 
by his left eye and he now has a lump on his cheek. He is the 
third male I have had prone to this condition. Any help?

The use of vitamin A and riboflavin may be indicated for the 
eye condition. These preparations can be added to their food. 

Abscess formation in some cats can be a problem and it 
would appear to be a matter of the individual’s not having the 
resistance to combat this type of infection. In the area of the 
head the teeth might be the source of the trouble.

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THE EMPEROR’S CATS

“On the 19th day of the 9th month in 
the year 999, a cat brought forth young 
at the Palace,” wrote Dr. M. W. de 
Visser. The good doctor had laboriously 
computed this date from a_ medieval 
chronicle for the Asiatic Society of Japan 
exactly fifty years ago. The mentioned 
“palace” was the imperial palace in the 
beautiful walled-city of Kyoto which then, 
and for nearly nine centuries more, was 
the capital of Japan. The name “Kyoto” 
in Japanese even means “imperial city”. 
This historic litter of kittens was worthy 
of royal mention, as it is the first known 
one on the Japanese Islands. 

The mother cat (we do not know her 
name), as well as a few of her fluffy 
companions, had been sent to court from 
China. Japan was still heavily dependent 
on China for her taste. Since the Em- 
peror of China kept cats, the Emperor 
of Japan would keep cats. Only since the 
successful revolt of 645, had Japan been 
a separate country. Culturally and emo- 
tionally, she was still tied to China: she 
tediously copied her mother country in 
her lovely temples of Buddha, her styles 
of dress, her arts, and even the cumber- 
some Chinese alphabet (in which Japa- 
nese noblemen wrote all affairs of state). 
This was the Japanese outlook until we 
come to the medieval court of the first 
recorded Japanese cat 
Ichijo. 

Ichijo was a boy of thirteen years on 
the day the litter of kittens came and com- 
pletely charmed him. A nineteenth cen- 
tury historian, Kato Yakuan, tells us: 
“The Left and the Right Minister had the 
task of bringing the kittens up, and pre- 
pared boxes (with delicacies) 
and clothes for them (as for new-born 
babies).” These were the translator’s 
parentheses here, not mine! The Japa- 
nese historian lastly adds that a court 
lady, Uma No Myobu, was appointed 
wet-nurse for the kittens by the emperor. 

It is fun to think what sort of kittens 
these were, which so disrupted the im- 
perial court that day. Perhaps they were 
sleek Siamese with their inky paws; or 
perhaps fuzzy red Tabbies. We can never 
know, since the chronicle simply calls 
them “kara-neko” or “Chinese cats”. 

Not even the color of their fur is men- 
tioned. But it is probable that neither the 
mother cat nor her companions sent to 
the palace were black. It was a Chinese 
superstition that black cats could fore- 
tell the weather. This made them much 
wanted by Chinese sailors, who consid- 
ered themselves lucky if they had a black 
cat on their ships. 

However, it seems the little cats did 
not always care for sea-life. Dr. de Visser, 
who went into the subject of Japanese 
cats and dogs quite thoroughly, believes 
that there were a few cats running wild 
through the cool bamboo forests some

centuries before that of the cat-loving 
emperor. But they were rarely seen. 
Since no cat could have come to these 
volcanic islands unless brought there, it 
seems likely that these were the weather- 
casting cats, which had slipped away 
from Chinese sailors as the sailors visited 
the colorful ports of medieval Japan. If 
the color black would do for sailors, it 
probably wouldn’t do at all for a cat of 
the emperor. 

The court ladies who nursed this first 
litter of kittens had not been educated to 
write Chinese as their husbands had been. 
Instead, they spent their idle days writ- 
ing their diaries, and even novels, in Japa- 
nese which they knew. In this way, the 
ladies of this tiny imperial court created 
the first true Japanese prose and art 
style; instead of their works being the 
wearisome copies of Chinese arts and 
letters their husbands made. Scholars 
call the cat-loving emperor's reign, “the 
golden period of the first flowering of 
Japanese prose”. Perhaps the frolicking 
kittens were giving the ladies inspiration 
as well as amusement. 

Despite the black cats which may have 
chased butterflies through the bamboo 
forests, most Japanese at that time never 
saw a cat unless they had the good for- 
tune of selling their wares inside the 
palace or at the homes of a few favored 
noblemen. Perhaps the reason that cats 
received such a royal welcome in Japan, 
is that they appeared to be miniature 
tigers. This almost made them a_ luck- 
charm; because the Japanese regarded 
the tiger (not the lion) as the highest of 
animals. Tiger magic was the best magic 
for curing diseases. Even today, one can 
buy Tiger Balm (although no one now 
quite claims that it is made by tigers!) 
in oriental apothecary shops. 

One example of this magic was the tip 
of the tiger’s tail. It held one hair which 
was thought to restore life. As miniature 
tigers, cats inherited these magic tails. 
We can read in Japan’s medieval chron- 
icles that cats were either placed near a 
deceased person (in hopes the little fel- 
lows would brush against the person with 
their tails), or were specifically kept 
away from the room. This depended on 
whether the mourners really liked the de- 
parted one or not. In 1686, one Yakaoka 
Genrin wrote a little book, which carried 
on the traditional relationship of tigers 
and cats. He called cats “tegai no tora”, 
which means “the tiger fed by hand”. 

But it would be wrong to say that Japa- 
nese cats were not loved and admired just 
for their own little ways too. The grace- 
ful swaying, made as they walked, so ap- 
pealed to the oriental mind. One remem- 
bers hearing in childhood how early Chi- 
nese women hobbled their feet in order 
to walk with this swaying motion, which 
the cat did naturally. As a devout Bud- 
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dhist, the medieval Japanese watched his 
cat with admiration as it sat in the warm 
sunshine for hours barely moving. Surely, 
this was the spirit of contemplation 
which, his religion told him, was the 
best to be obtained. 

In later days, one especially loved cat 
in the palace—and it possibly was a de- 
scendant of these first court kittens— 
was given the fifth rank by the emperor, 
which in court life, was only held by 
ladies-in-waiting. From then onward, the 
loved cat was called “Myobu No Omoto”, 
which is to say, “Omoto, the lady-in- 
waiting”. How many feline owners today 
could fittingly give this same title to their 
own aristocratic beauties! 

A few centuries after Emperor Ichijo’s 
eventful litter of kittens, cats had become 
common enough for even peasants to own. 
Still, they brought a dear price. This 
reason, mingled with awe at cats’ magic 
powers and with love for these gentle 
furry ones, made peasants tie their pre- 
cious cats to their huts lest they be stolen. 
You can imagine the feline wails of pro- 
test. But in 1602 the cat-loving authori- 
ties of Kyoto posted these placards at 
the crossroads named for Emperor Ichijo: 


“Firstly, the cords on the cats in 
Kyoto shall be untied and the cats 
shall be let loose. Secondly, it is no 
longer allowed to sell or buy cats. 
Whosoever transgresses this ordi- 
nance shall be punished with a heavy 
fine.” 


And cats earned in Japan the same right 
to freedom which they enjoy the world 
over.

and reluctant to be photographed. But the 
beauty of the manuscripts to whose cre- 
ation they have contributed valuable tools 
is in the best traditions of the master 
craftsmen of the past.

For seventeen 
years she has been working on an illum- 
inated forty-page history of St. Michael’s 
Church in Bristol, Rhode Island, which 
covers a period of nearly two and a half 
centuries. It has been a labor of love 
between her many commissions. 

Dearie, Sweetie Pie, and Snow White 
not only help supply Mrs. Gillooly’s tools, 
but have become her constant companions 
and critical observers of her work. She 
has come to love them as individuals even 
more than as indispensable co-workers.

ON FROST POINT GENETICS 
by Ann Manley 


In the July 1959 CATS, Lynne Vanderpoel 
wrote that she seemed to get a greater pre- 
ponderance of Frosts when she color-bred Frost 
Points. She listed the results of various matings 


and went on to state, “Although the dilute 
factor is supposed to be recessive, Wongse 
dominated every breeding, and has _ never 
thrown a Seal, even with one, and at least 


half of every litter he has sired has been Frost 
or thrown it strongly on the next generation. 
The fact that Wongse has a Frost sire, two 
Frost grandparents, and two Frost great grand- 
parents has doubled his Frost inheritance to 
dominance.” 

In 1952 CATS Magazine published an ar- 
ticle by myself and my husband entitled The 
Chocolate Point and Its Relationship to Other 
Siamese. In it we outlined what we termed a 
theory as to the genetic relationship between 
Seals, Blues, Chocolates and Frosts. We called 
it a theory because scientific proof would have 


wTmer wT we * 
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necessitated hundreds of crosses and results to 
give statistically valid proof of what we were 
certain was true. In the seven years since, this 
theory has not once been disproved. In fact, 
to one who understands Mendelian expectance 
and mathematical probability and chance, Mrs 
Vanderpoel’s results all fall within the expected 
pattern. If a true, pure-seal Seal Point were 
to be bred to a Frost male, there would be 
NOTHING but Seals. The results of various 
matings given in her interesting letter are such 
a small sample statistically, that they would 
not upset the expected ratios at all if several 
hundred similar matings were studied with 
them. In fact, they do not seem to vary from 
the ordinary. 

For example, we all know that statistically 
we can expect half males and half females in 
any litter. Yet we know of full litters of males 
and full litters of females. Our very first litter 
of Siamese kittens included six females but 
only one male. One of our studs sired TEN 
males in one litter for a friend but the same 
season sired a strong preponderance of females 
in other litters. Some years we have more 
females than males or vice versa. Once I sat 
down and compared the results in sex of kit 
tens for three or four years—it came out pre 
cisely 50-50. Yet that in itself was not signifi 
cant because my little study included less than 
a hundred kittens and the figures could rea 
sonably be expected to vary from 50-50 because 
of the small size of the sample. In a_ small 
sample, say a litter of five, if you expect 50-50 
and get 3/2, that is as close to 50-50 as it 
could be. If you get 4-1, it is a very slight 
change from 3-2 (even if it is 80%-20%) be 
cause of the small, inadequate sample. 

To put it another way, if a person were to 
flip a coin ten times, we would expect half the 
time that it would turn up heads and half the 
time tails, but it would not violate any mathe 
matical law were it to come up heads ten times 
in a row. If, however, a larger sample is 
taken—say a thousand or ten thousand flips—the 
ratio would be very close to 50-50. 

To say that a cat’s colorbred background has 
doubled his Frost inheritance to dominance is 
misleading. It is like saying a colorbred Blue 
Longhair would have his background doubled 
to dominant over Black. For instance, we of 
the Fancy breed Siamese “breed-pure’’—some 
of our fine Siamese in this country have de 
tailed pedigrees for ten or twenty or more 
generations. Yet no matter how long they are 
bred Siamese-to-Siamese, it will never double 
their Siamese inheritance (whcih is recessive) 
to dominance over other breeds and colors. 
There will never come a time when you can 
breed a purebred Siamese to a purebred Long 
hair and get Siamese kittens in the first genera- 
tion. 

My husband and I have bred Siamese cats 
for twelve years (I have judged them for nine). 
We have known many breeders with training 
or understanding of genetics. We have had 
training ourselves—I had A’s in Genetics in 
college (in 1953) and have kept informed on 
recent developments in the field. My husband 
has done graduate research in Genetics. Thus, 
we like to do our bit to help keep the genetic 
principles clear in discussions on breeding.

As certainly as November means the 
end of the harvest from the land, so is it 
the fertile season for the mind.
